“Hie: Robinson Recalls Four 
~ Postoftices, Six Postmasters As 
He Retires After 34-Year Record 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 7 — Four post office locations and six post- 
masters were recalled by Elmer Robinson, who was honored by postal 
workers at a Christian church dinner last night, marking his retire- 
ment, last Friday, after 34 years in the postal service in Porterville. 


When Mr. Robinson went to 
work for the postal department in 
1917 as a carrier on a “motor 
route” through the rural area, 
Edgar Loyd was postmaster and 


the post office was located on, 


Main street where Cobb Auto 
Parts now is. 

The car that he drove was a 
new Ford, sold to him by Herb 
Eckard, who also taught him to 
drive. ; 

As: Mr. Robinson recalls, ‘‘I told 
Herb I needed the: car and asked 
if he would show me how to drive 
it. Herb cranked it, got in with 
me, and we drove around for a few 
minutes. Herb said lL was OK, so 
he got out.. I wasn’t too sure 
about what I was doing, but after 
driving a mail route for.a day, I 
sure knew how to start and stop.” 

Mr. ‘Robinson remembers that 
he used to get stuck now and then 
on the country roads, but “the 


people always helped me out.” 

When Mr. Robinson qualified 
for rural carrier in 1917, the ex- 
amination was given in the old 
Morton Street school. Examiner 
was Karl Bergloff, who is now re- 
tired and living at Salinas. 

After a hitch in the army in 
1918-19, Mr. Robinson came back 
to Porterville in 1919 and farm- 
ed until 1924, when he went back 
into the postal service as a glerk. 

During his time with the post 
office, Mr. Robinson saw the of- 
fice on the west side of. Main 
street in the 500 block, then 
across the street on the northeast 
corner of Putnam and Main, later 
in the Stone building, where the 
Pacific Telephone office is now 
located, then in the new post of- 
fice building that is still in use.

Politicians make great conversation out of what they call the dis- 
appearing family farm as they attempt to justify all kinds of “pro- 
grams" designed to "keep the litHe farmer in business", but if you de- 
fine a family farm as a farm managed and controlled by a family and 
on which members of the family work, then about 97 per cent of all 
farms in the nation are still family farms. 


Now it is true that there-are not as many farmers as there used to 
be, for the necessary size of a family farm has generally increased with 
development of all the mechanical aids that a farmer can buy, in fact 
must buy, if he is to continue to farm in competition with other farm- 
ers.

When farmers use tractors instead of teams, milking machines. in- 

stead of strong hands, trucks instead of horses and wagons, modern 

pumps instead of ditches and gravity, and all the other mechanical 

developments in agriculture, then the unit of farm operation must of 

necessity be increased, for it is economically impossible to invest 

money in mechanical farming without a unit of sufficient size to justify 
, . that investment. 

The family farm commonly called the sharecropper operation has 

decreased from 541,000 such units in the nation in 1940 to 270,000 in 

1954 — and that's good. Subsistence and substandard income farms 

are being combined into economical units of operation, and that's 

The 1954 census showed 2,678,000 families living on farms with an 


annual gross sale per farm. of less than $2,500, of which about half 


gave farming as the major source of income. 
That's not good, but logical course for improvement is not to pro- 
long the agony with artificial, government stimulation, but by letting 
such operations follow the modern trend toward larger farms, or 
toward the specializing and development of these small farms into 
units that are economically sound.

In the meantime, warm water 
fish such as bass, catfish, crappie, 
bluegill, etc., may be taken year 
round,except where specific wa- 
ters are closed by commission 
action as for example in the Kings 
below the dam to the canal. From 
the canal downstream, fishing is 
legal but any trout hooked must 
be released. This would also apply 
to the San Joaquin River below 
Friant. 

Pine Flat reservoir is open to 
year round fishing but trout may 
be retained only during the open 
trout season. Millerton behind the 
dam at Friant is open year round 
for all species of fish including 
trout. This also applies to Isa- 
bella Lake and some trout up to 
three pounds are being taken at 
present but the bass and catfish 
are not cooperating with the an- 
gler at present. Very few trout 
are ever taken in Millerton. 

Fishing in Shaver Lake is legal 

only during the open trout season 
but fish of any species including 
trout may be taken year round, 
night or:day from Bass Lake. 
_ Year round fishing for trout is 
permitted in Santa Barbara, Ven- 
tura, Los Angeles, San Bernardino 
and south thereof and Los Angeles 
county reaches to between Lebec 
and Gorman on the Ridge Route 
so trouting waters are not far dis- 
tant from southern San Joaquin 
Valley anglers. 

Many other San Joaquin Valley 
reservoirs are open to year-round 
fishing including trout as for in- 
stance, Turlock, Dallas-Warner, 
Redinger, Exchequer, Don Pedro, 
Phoenix, Melones and Kerchkoff.

a one dollar increase in the cost of 
hunting licenses, fishing licenses 
and pheasant tags, many sports- 
men have written to me to urge 
that no increase be granted in 
cost of these licenses and tags”, 
Senator Williams said. 


The Senator also called atten- 
tion to a petition that he has re- 
ceived, including about 75 names 
of Visalia-area residents, strongly 
urging that no increase be grant- 
ed in hunting and fishing license 
costs. ‘ 

“T construe these letters and the 
petition to mean that many sports- 
men want the budget of the state 
department of fish and game to be 
brought into line with funds that 
are now available, rather than to 
provide more funds through an in- 
creased license cost’, Senator Wil- 
liams said. 

The California Wildlife Federa- 
tion Budget Committee, headed by 
G. W. Philpott, of Fresno, is now 
completing a_ two-year study of 
fish and game department budget 
and operation, Senator Williams 
pointed out, with this group rec- 
ommending for the first time, cuts 
in several sections of the state de- 
partment. 

“A number of state legislators 
have felt that costs within the 
state department of fish and game 
should be reduced’’, Senator Wil- 
liams said. ‘‘Many of us in Sacra- 
mento have never believed that it 
was sound financing to allow the 
department to operate at a deficit 
of from a quarter to three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars a year as 
it has since the second World 
War, making up the deficit by use 
of fish and game protective funds 
built up during the war. 

“Now that this fund is virtually 
gone, there are only two. courses 
of action for the department — 
bring the budget into line with 
available funds, or get more money 
someplace’”’, Senator Williams said. 

Money for the department of 
fish and game- does not come out 
of general state funds, Senator 
Williams pointed out, but from

es, deer and pheasant tags, a fed- 
eral excise tax on hunting and 
fishing equipment, and from pari- 
mutual horse race betting in Cali- 
fornia, the latter money earmark- 
ed for capital outlay.

VISALIA, Jan. 31 — A good 


sturdy tomato plant will stand the ; 


shock of transplanting better than 
a spindly, weak plant, and one 
way to produce good sturdy plants 
is to remove the covers and ex- 
Dose the plants to the sun and air 
during the day. This causes the 
plant to grow somewhat slower 
and consequently the plant gets 
darker in color and has shortened 
internodes. 


Removing the covers during the 
day also helps to dry off the plant 
and the soil surface which in turn 
reduces damping-off problems. 

Many growers use muslin or 
plastic covers over their plant 
beds. These covers should be 
placed over the beds only at night. 
They provide some frost protection 


operating at top efficiency and 
within the limits of funds now 
available.” : 

Senator Williams pointed out 
that it costs $6.50 to raise a pheas- 
ant and release it for hunters, who 
pay $1.00 for 10 pheasant tags, 
and who would pay $2.00 for their 
pheasant tags if the proposed dol- 
lar increase is approved. 

“This means that those sports- 
men who hunt pheasants are be- 
ing given a chance to take 10 
birds for a tag cost of one dollar, 
yet it is costing all sportsmen, 
through the department of fish 
and game, $65 to put those birds 
in the field. 

“Obviously, raising the cost of 
pheasant tags is not going to help 
the basic problem very much, as 
far as the pheasant program is 
concerned, and this program is 
only one of the functions in which 
the fish and game department is 
falling behind, moneywise”, Sena- 
tor Williams said.

Halbert, Jack Scott, 
Bugene Scott and Chester P. Dun- 
ning. 

Following the year that he 
handled the motor route west and 
south of Porterville, out along 
Castle Way into the Woodville and 
Poplar country, and south to 
Plano, Mr. Robinson has seen 
many changes in the postal service 
and considerable expansion. 

Perhaps the most significant, in 
his opinion, was the change from 
transportation of mail by rail to 
transportation by trucks and bus. 

“Four trains a day used to come 
into. Porterville on the Southern 
Pacific’, Mr. Robinson recalls. ‘“A 
mail messenger would meet both 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe 
trains, but in more recent years, 
Porterville mail is carried by bus 
and special truck.” 

In commenting on his work dur- 
ing the years, Mr. Robinson says, 
“I always tried to make things 
Pleasant for patrons of the post 
office. During the years of the 
second World War, we had a 
standing joke that I had to inspect 
and taste all cakes mailed to men 
in the service. 

“And I remember the lady who 
mailed a number of letters with- 
out postage. She had placed a 
return address on some of them, 
but not on all, but because we 
could recognize her handwriting, 
we returned them all to her post 
office box. When she asked how 
we knew what to do with the let- 
ters that had no return address, 
we explained that we had a ma- 
chine with which we could look 
inside all letters. She became 
quite concerned until she learned 
we were only joking. 

“And I remember the time I 
asked a lady, who was mailing a 


package, if there was anything ||

fragile or perishable inside. 
replied, no, there wasn’t, 
glassware and China.” 

Since retiring, Mr. Robinson 
says that “it’s just like a vaca- 
tion’, except that he can’t get out 
of the habit of getting up at the 
same time he always has. 

“I just stood. around and didn’t 
know what ta do for a few days, 
but I'm getting used to it now. 
There are a lot of things I want 
to do around the house and yard, 
then, perhaps, we'll do a little 
travelling’, Mr. Robinson says.
